De Rber.Eccleſ By the monthief feremy | That admirable Preacher (as Keckerman calleth him) that 
moſt eminent Prophet (as another) with whoſe writings , about this very reſtauration, 
Daniel conſulted, and therehence collected, that the rime was come, Daz. 9. 2. which put 
him upon that heavenly prayer : for he knew that Gods promiſes muſt be put in ſuit, and 
and it was to him that the Angel afterwards faid, 7 came for thy word, Dan. 10. 14. God 
will come, according to his promiſe, but he will have his peoples prayers lead him. This 
liberty here granted to the Jewes, after fo long captivity , was the fruit of many prayers, 
founded upon the promiſe, fer. 25. 12. and 29. 10. 

Might be fulfilled ] As indeed it was exactly by the death of Bel/ſpazzar ſlaine by Cy- 
11s, who ſucceeded him, Day. 5..30. 1n that night was Belſhazzar ſlaine, becauſe then ex- 
aRly the ſeventy years were ended. So, for the ſame reafon it is noted, Exed. 12. 40, 41. 
that at midnight the firit-borne of Egypt were ſlaine, becauſe juſt then the four hundred or 
four hundred and thirty years foretold were expired. So punGual is God in keeping his 
word. It is not here, as with men, 4 day rave ar 0 ſquare, &c. for he never faileth at 
his time. 

The Lird ſtirred up the ſpirit ] It was the mighty and immediate work of God (in whoſe 
hand are the hearts of all, both Kings and Caprives, Lords and Loſels) to bring this wiſe 
and great Prince, in the very firſt entrance into his Monarchy, before things were fully ſet- 
tled, to diſmiſſe ſo great and fo uruted a people (in reſpect of thar cuſtome and religion) 
and fo given to infurre&tion (as was generally held) into their owne Countrey,/with fuch a 
faire and full Fatent. This was the Lotds owne work, and it was juſtly marvellous in the 
eyes of his people ; who could hardly-believe their owne eyes,” but werefor a while, like 
x bed that dreame. Then was their month filled with laughter, and their tongue with ſing- 
ing, &c. Pſal. 126.1, 2. Then wasthe great power and goodnefle of God, in ſtirring 
op Cyrus to do this, acknowledged. Then alſo was the Kings. clemency and rourteſie no 
tefſe cried up and magnified then was that of Flaminizs the Roman: General at Athens, 
where for delivering them from ſervitude, he was little leſſe then deified : Or, that of our 
Queene Elizabeth, who for her merciful returning home certaine 1:a/ians that were taken 
priſoners in the eighty eight Invaſion , was termed Saint Elizabeth, by ſome at Yemice : 
Whereof one told the Lord Carleron (afterwards Viſcount Dorcheſter) _ there Embaſ« 
fadour, that although he were a Papift, yet he would never pray to any other Saint , but 
that Saint Elizabeth. 

That he made Proclamation] Heb. He cauſed 4 voice to paſſe} ſc.by his Meſſengers and 
Miniſters. The Poſts went out, being haſtened by the Kings commandment, Efth. 3. 15. 
even thoſe A»garii.The Lord Chriſt alſo proclaiming liberty to the captives,and the open- 
ing of the Kr. to them that are bound, E/ay 61. 1. cauſeth his Word to ran and ro be 
glorified, to ſpread like a Sun-beame, as Emſebins ſaith the Goſpel did at firſt , to be car- 
ried as on Eagles wings, or on Angels wings, as it was EP all Chriſtendome, 
when LZxther firſt ſent forth his book De Captivitare Babylonica, of the Babyloniſh Cap- 
tivity. 

nd put it alſo in writing ] That it might be poſted up, and every where publiſhed. 
Vox audita perit : littera ſcripta manet, Chriſt hath written for us alſo the grear things of 
his Law » And ſhould they then be counted a ſtrange thing ?  Hoſ. 8. 12. See the Notes 
chere. His Goſpel likewiſe he hath written to you chat beleeve on the name of the Sonne 
of Ged, 1John 5.13. and ponder his Paſſion eſpecially which is therefore ſo particularly ſer 
#1hizx Philoc, downe by four faithful Witneſſes, that men may get it written not on the nailes of cheir 
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hands (as one once did) but upon the tables of their hearts, there to abide as a perpetual 
picture ; Non ſcripta ſolum,ſed'& ſculpra, as He ſaid, that we therein'beholding, as in a 
elaſſe, the love of our Lord, might be changed into the ſame image, till our hearts became a 
very lump of love to hini who loved us, and waſhed ws from cur funnes in his owne blood, and 
wade us Kings and Priefts unto God and his Father Rev.1.5;6. | 

. Ver. 2. The Lird God of heaven hath given me] This good language Cyrxs might well 
fearn of Dazie/,who flouriſhed under his reign; Dar.6.28.8 probably acquainted him with 
the propheſies that went before of him, 7/a. 44. 28. and 45. 1. faddrz the High-Prieſt did 
the like (many years after) to A-xander the Great : who not only thereupon ſpared the 
Jewes, but highly honoured them, as foſephs relateth. Here then we fee this Potentate 
of the earth giveth unto the Lord the glory due wnto his Name; Plal. 29. 1,2. acknowledg- 
ing him the bleſſed and onely Potentate, 1 Tim. 6. 16. One that both 1s in the heavens 

and alſo doeth whatſoever he pleaſeth, both in heaven and in earth, P/zl. 115. 3. and 
135. 6. The Ged of heaven, faith He, hath given me all the Kingdornes of the earth. This 
was farre better then that of Alexander the Great, whom when Ly/ipps had pitured 
looking up to heaven with this Poſie, Izppirer aſſeri terram mihi, tu aſſere calum, ec. 


Alexander was ſo delighted with it, that he proclaimed that none ſhould take his picture Plin. /ib. 6; 
but Lyſpprs. cap. 16. 


All the Kingdomes of the earth} i. e, Many of them, ſo that he was *Aurexpa'rwp a 
mighty Monarch, an abſolute Emperour. But to be ---4o«-42 4 ſole Lord of the whole 
world, was never yet granted to any : _— the great Chim of Cataiais reported to cauſe 
his Trumpets to be ſounded, every day af 
leave to other Princes of the earth (whom he ſuppoſeth to be his vaſſals) ro go-to dinuer. 
And the proud Spaniard (who affecteth to be Carhelick Monarch) was well laughed at by 


Sir Francis Drake and his company, for his device of a Pegaſzs flying out of a Globe of the Camd, Elif 


earth ſet up in the Indies with this Motto 


torus non ſufficit orbis. 


But he affeQeth an univerſal Monarchy : and fo perhaps did Cyrus , which maketh him 
here ſpeak ſo largely. : 

And be hath charged me] Et ipſe commiſit mihi, ſo 7unius rendereth it. The word ſig- 
nifieth to v5; one, either tor the better or the worſe. But according to the Chaldee and 
Syriack uſe, it ſignthieth to charge of command-, as it is here, and 2 Chr. 36. 22. fitly 
rendered. But how knew Crs this charge of Almighty God, otherwiſe then by books ? 
Like as Daniel (who probably ſhewed him thoſe Propheſies of E/ay concerning him) un- 
derſtood io (ry 25. 12. and 29. 10. that the ſeventy years captivity were accom- 
pliſhed -: and by Ezekzel, chap. 31. 1, 2, 3. &c. (which he had read, likely, and revol- 
ved)he was the better able to give a right interpretation of Nebxchadnezzars dreame; 
Dan. 4. | 


To build him an houſe at Peruſalem] 3. e. To rebuild that which had beene once builr 


by Solomon (whence Hegeſippms, not having the Hebrew tongue, will have Hier»ſalem 10 
named qzafs iegor >0nvwwrr& Solomms Temple) a ſtately houſe indeed, and one of the 
ſeven wonders of the world. ' For” albeit it was but one hundred and twenty foot long, 
and fourty foot broad ; whereas the Temple at Epheſ3 was two hundred fourty and five 
foot long, and two hundred and twenty foot broad : Yet for coſtly and choyce materials, 
for curious and exa&t workmanſhip, for ſpiritual employment, and for mytlical fipnifica- 
tion, never-was there the like edifice in the world. And happy had it beene for Cyr«e; if 
laying aſide all his warlike expeditions and atchievements, he Ifad wholly applyed himſelf 
to.the building of this holy houſe, and to the ſtudy of thoſe things, that there he might 
have learned tor his ſouls health. 

7 eruſalem which is in }udah] Jeruſalem was part of it in Judah, and part in the tribe 
of Benjamin. . The houſe here mentioned (viz; the Temple) ſtood in Benjamin, as was 
foretold it ſhould by 2/ſes, four hundred and fourty years before it was firſt buiſt by Sc 
lomon, Deut. 33: 12: And of Benjamin he ſaid,T he beloved of the Lord;that is Benjamin his 
darling, ſpall dwell in ſafety by him, and the Lord ſpall caver lims all the day long , and he 


ſhall dwell berweene his ſhowlders, that is, betwixt thoſe two nrountains, Moriah and Sor. 


wherein the Temple was buile: Now becauſe Benjamin was the leaſt of all the tribe of 
deed, and becauſe ſo much of it as lay within Judah (79%: T9. 1, 9.) was comprized un- 
fudah.(1- Kings 11:33.) therefore is the Temple here'faid to be in feraſalem which ' 
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.is Judah. Hereby alſo this 7eru/a/em in 7udab is diſtinguiſhed from any other Jeruſalem; 


if there were any place in the world fo called beſides. We reade of Pope Sy/vefter the 
ſecond (who Gia his ſoul to the Devil for the Popedome) that ſaying Maſſein a certaine 
Church in Rome, called Fer»ſalem, he fell ſuddenly into a Fever; ahve he died, the De- 
vil claiming his owne : For the bargaine betwixt them was,thart he ſhould continue Pope, 
till he ſang Maſſe in Fer»/alem : and now intellexit ſe 2 Diabolo amphibclia wvacts circam- 
ventum : little dreamt the Pope of any other er»/a/cm but this in 7«dah, and this coſt hine 
his life, Ano Dom. 1003. Enſebizs telleth us that Meonranus the Hzreſiarch called his 
Pepuzaand Tymium (two pelting pariſhes in Pingia) 7eruſalem, as if they had beene 
the only Churches in the world. Hofman the Anabapriit had the ike conceit of Straſo 
burg in Germany ;, and Becold of Munſter , both which places they called che new fe- 
ruſalem.

Our black Prince was ſo named, not of his colour , but of his con- 
rage, and of his dreaded as in battel : for he aſlailed no Nation which he over-came 
not ; he beſieged no City which he tooknot. Cambyſes bad great ſucceſle in his wars, 
and added Egypr, and other Countries, to the Perſian Monarchy. 

Wrete Biſhlam Mithredath] Theſe were the King of Perſia's Toparches or Deputies, 
beyond the river Exphrares. 

Written in the Syrian tongue] Called alſo the Chaldee, Babyloniſh and Aſſyrian, com- 
monly ſpoken by the Jewes, who in the ſeventy years captivity loſt the purity of their 
owne language ; like as the Latines alſo did, when the Gorhes, Vandals and other barba- 
rous Nations over-ran them, and-mingled with them.

To 
be angry without canſe, is to be guilty of judgement, Marth. 5. but in caſe of Gods diſ- 
honour, and publike prejudice , moderation is mopiſhneſſe, toleration, cowardiſe, &c. 
Nehemiah was a Magiſtrate, that is, a Mortal God: as God is an Immortal Magiltrate. 
Therefore as God is angry at the oppreſſions of poor people ( LaFantizs hath written a 
book De ira Dei) ſo ſhould his Lieutenangs : And this holy anger ſhould be cos forticu- 
dint, a means to encourage, or rather to exrage them againſt Oppreſſours, who grind the 
faces of the poor, and take from them burdens of Wheat, Amos 5.11. Yea, lands and 
vineyards, as here, eating bread baked with the tears of men, coyning their money on 
their skins, and wringing their ſpunges into their own purſes. 

When 1 heard their cry ] His anger then was mixed with grief, as was our Saviours, 
Mar. 3. 5. it was pure zeal, which is nothing elſe but an extreme (but regular) heat of 
all the affeQions. 


Verſe 7. Then I conſulted with my ſelf ] As reaſon required : he was very angry,

The Rabbines call 
it Megillath Efther , that is, the volume of Efther , and further 
tell us that there be tive fach volume of Scripture-books , viz. 
Solomons Song, Ruth, Lamentations, Eccleſiaſtes, and this of Eſt- 
her ; which they uſe to read all over in their Synagogues, at five 
ſeveral times of the year. 1. Solomons Song, at the Paſſeover, in 
remeinbrance of their once-deliverance out of Egypt , and the 
future ſalvation by the Meſſiah. 2. Rth at Pentecoſt , becauſe 
therein is ſet down the Genealogy of David their firſt King. 3. The Lamentations of 
7eremy on the ninth day of the fifth moneth { that is, of 7»1y;) in regard of the Babylo- 
niſh captivity,and ruine of the Temple. 4. Eccleſcaſtes, at the feaſt of Tabernacles , in 
a thankful remembrance of the Divine Providence aſſerted in that Book ; and exerciſed 
over them in a ſpecial manner, when they wandred in the wilderneſſe. 5. Laſtly, this 
of Eſther, on the fourteenth and fifteenth dayes of the moneth Adar or February : and as 
oft as they. hear mention of Hamay, they do, even to this day, with their fiſts and ham- ,;

Tiberixe for his drunkenneſſe 
called Caidins Biberine Mero,inſtead of Clandius Tiberins Nero) made Novellus T ricongims 
Proconful, for that he could drink three pottles of wine together with one breath. He 
preferred alſo L. Piſo to the government of the City of Rome, becauſe he could fir drink- 
ing with him continually for two whole dayes and nights together. Lyra upon this text 
declaimeth againſt this deteſtable healthing and carowſing roo too common in all parts of 
Chriſtendome, and faith that it was brought up firſt by -the Barbarians in Normandy, who 
came and depopulated that Countrey. And what a lamentable thing is ir that art this 
day, in ſuch a Stateas ours, the civil, ſober, and temperate man ſhall be —_ and it may 
be forced to ſwallow down needlefle draughts, as a horſe doth a drench, by panning 
drunkards.

And herein alſo 
the Lord is exceeding righteous, who meets hereby with other fins of this infolent Queen: 
that whereas (no doubt) ſhe was an example of pride and vanity more generally co other 
women then ſhe was likely to be in this point, therefore is ſhe hereby found out in her 
fin, and by this unlikely accuſation, condemned of a true fault. 

Bat alſo to all the Princes and to all the people] Againſt the King ſhe had offended by her 
diſobedience, againſt all others by her example. And indeed the fins of great ones fly far 
upon thoſe two wings, Scandal and Example, they prove both patterns and privileges 
to their inferiours, for the like. Howbeit we muſt neceſſarily diſtinguiſh between ſcan- 
dal given, and ſcandal taken only : neither may we judge of a thing by the ill conſequen- 
ces that biafſed and diſaffeed perſons can draw from it, there being nothing ſo well car- 
ried, but that it may be liable to ſome mens exceptions.

The common people 
commonly are like a flock of Cranes : as the firſt flies, all follow. 

So that they ſhall deſpiſe their husbands] Which indeed ought not to be, no not in 
their hearts. Let the wife ſee that ſhe reverence her kusband. God hath a barren 
womb for mocking Michal : when Sarah is crowned and chronicled for this, that ſhe «- 
beyed her hu«band , calling him Lord. It is here taken for confeſſed, that Yaſthi de- 
ſpiſed her husband ; and that others would thereby take heart to do the like, is there- 
henceinferred. Bur doth that neceſſarily follow > and muſt the Queen therefore be pre- 
ſently depoſed, yea put to death, as the Jew-DoRours tell us ſhe was? King 4/a depoſed 
his grandmother A4aacha ; but that was for Idolatry. Our H#xry the cig th beheaded 
his wife A»ne Buller, but that was for (ſuppoſed, and but _ adultery. Queen 
Elizabeth narrowly eſcaped with her life, becauſe ſhe was accuſed ( but falſely ) of con- 
ſpiracy againſt the Queen her ſiſter, But what had Yaſthi done > Condemned ſhe is with- 
out reprival; and the Countrey muſt come in (but was never called) to give inevidence 
againlt her, that haply never ſaw her, nor heard of her offence. Is this fair-deal- 
ing? 

Verſe 18. Likewiſe ſhall the Ladies of Media and Perſia ſay] Say what? We will 
net do as onr Lords command us. Like enough all this: for their tongues were their own, 
and their wills no leſſe. That free-will (about whith there is ſo much ado made) when 
men once loſt, the women caught ir up ;, and hence they are ſo wedded to their own will, 
faith one merrily.

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(four hundred kine, and one bull, all milk-white, except only the eares, which were red) 
ſent unto the Queen. | |

Verle 19. /f it pleaſe the King | Conrtier-like ; leſt he ſhould ſeem to preſcribe to 
the King, or to prejudice the reſt of the royal Counſellours, he Lon modeſtly prefaceth to 
his enſuing harſh and hard ſentence. He knew, well enough it would pleaſe the King at 
preſent,in the minde he now was in : and to prevent any alteration, he moves to have it 
made ſure by an irrevocable Law, that he might not hereafter be cenſured for this his im- 
moderate and unmerciful cenſure, but be ſure to fave one howſoever. 

Let it be written, ſaith he, among the Lawes of the Perſians | Which the King himſelf 
could not repeal, Day. 6.8, 15. but, once paſſed and regiſtred, they remained binding for 
ever. I have read of a people among whom the Lawes they had laſted in force bur for 
three dayes at utmoſt. This was a fault in the other extreme. Lawes are to be made with 
due deliberation, and then to be eſtabliſhed, and not altered without very great reatoo, as 
ſometimes there is, ſith

: That Vaſthi come no more befare King Abaſhueru«] But be abſolutely depoſed and 
divorced. Here was no proportion betwixt the offence and the ſentence. This judge- 
ment was like the Laws of Draco : of which {riftotle ſaith, that they were not worth re- 
membrance, but only for their great ſeverity ; as being written not with b/ack,, but with 
blood. 

And let the King give her royal eftate unto another] The more to vex her. Surely ſuch 
an exauthoration ot ſo great a perſonage, with ſo great diſgrace and ignominy, could not 
but be very grievous, yea worſe then death. High feats as they are never but uneaſie, ſ0 
the fall from them muſt needs be dangerous and diſmal. How well might holy Eftbey ſing 
with the Virgin ary, God purteth down the mighty from their thrones, and exalreth them 
of low degree, Luke 1.52. 

Verſe 20. And when the Kings Decree that he ſhall make ſhall be publiſhed] But 
why ſhould any ſuch thing be publiſhed at all,unleſſe the King be ambitious of his own ut- 
ter diſhonour ? Is there none wiſer then other , but that the 'King muſt beray his own 
neſt, tell all the Empire that he was drunk- or little better, and d&idin his drink determine 
that againſt his fair Queen, that he ſo ſoon after repented?

Ke Book of pakw } So Chriſt calleth it, Luke 20, 42. the He- 
brew word fignifieth Hymns, or Praiſes; becauſc the greater 
part of theſe Pſalms ſerve to ſet forth the praiſe of God.
